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It is now time to ſee how things pals 
on our Right, under the Command of 
Prince Eugene, who had to deal with 
the EleQtor of Bavaria, and the Marſhal 
de Marſin.

Hours to the Cannonading of the Ene- 
my, without being able to make uſe of 
their Artillery, till at length à Counter 
Battery was rais d near the Wood. Tho 
our Right could not charge, till half an 
Hour after ourLeft had begun theAttack, 
yet they were pretty ſucceſsful at firſt :. 
For our Infantry, tho* much inferior in 
Number to that of the Enemies, mala- 
tain'd themſelves againſt them with great 
Firmneſs and Reſolution, and our Caval- 
ry broke that of the Enemies firſt Line.

- The ſame Day 
a Party of Imperial Horſe having met ſome 
Squadrons of the Enemy, Commanded by 
the Duke de Montfort, a Major General, 
who had been conducting Four Battallions, 
and a Sum of Money into Landau, fell upon 
them with great Vigour, and put them to 
the Rout, killing upwards of a Hundred d 
them upon the ſpot, taking ſeveral Priſoners, 
and giving deſperate Wounds to their Com- 
mander, of Which he died ſome few Hour: 
after. The 1oth in the Morning we ad 
vanced again towards the Enemy, who lay 
that Night on their Arms, and as foon 3 
they had notice that we intended to March 
retired in great Confuſion towards the Rive! 
Lauter, and we came and encamped witl 
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our Right at Barelrotu, and our Left d 
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Langencaudel, where we halted the 11th. 
In the mean time the Enemy paſſed the 
Lauter, and marched to Haguenau; fo that 
they havirg quitted all the Poſts from 
whence they might have obſt ructed our 
attacking of Landau, Prince Lewis marched 
thither the 12th with the Troops that were 
to beſiege that Place, in order to Inveſt it; 
and his Grace with Prince Eugene, came to 
the Camp of Meiſſenburg, (or Coon Weiſſen- 
burg) to cover the Siege. The Duke put a 
Garriſon into Lauterbourgh, and gave di- 
rectioos that one of our Bridges ſhould be 
brought up from Philipsburg, and laid over 
the Rhine near that Town, in order to pre- 
ſerve a Communication with the other ſide 
of the River, for the better Subſiſtence of 
the Amy. Brigadier General Ferguſon, 
march'd the ſame Day with Five Battallions 
of Engliſb Foot, to wit, one of the Royal 
Regiment, General Churchill's, the Lord 
North and Grey s, Brigadier Kow's, and Bri- 
gadier Meredith's Regiments for Mayence, 
where they were to embark with the French 
Priſoners, and to conduct them to Holland. 
The ſame Night alſo, his Grace received an

their Battalions, whoſe Colours they took, 
and likewiſe their Cannon.

the Horſe of their Left Wing ſeemed to 
make a ſtand, to gain time for their Foot 
to retire; but were Charged ſo quick, and 
with ſo much Bravery, by the Engliſh 
Horſe, that they entirely abandon'd the 
Foot; and our Dragoons puſhing into 
the Village of Antregliſe, made a terrible 
Slaughter of them; the French King's 
con Regiment of - Foot, called the Regi- 
ment d Roy, begg'd for Quarter, and 
delivered up their Arms and Colours 10 
the Lord Johu Hay's Dragoons.

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Thus a compleat Victory was gain'd;. 
in which the French had 20000 Men, Kill'd, 
Wounded, or Taken Priſoners ; among 
which were ſeveral Officers of Note, with 
all their Artillery, Baggage and Amuni- 
tion; beſides a great Number of Stand- 


ards, Colours and Kettle Drums. The: 
Enemy were purſu'd all Night by the way 


of Judoigne, as far as Meldret, where the 
Confederate Army Halted till Morning;

His Grace thenext day,paſ'd the Canal, 
having ſent four Battalions and two Squa- 
drons under General Churchill, to Com- 
mand in Bruſſels; into which the 28th 
(N. S.) his Grace enter d with great 
State, where he was receiv'd with all 
poſlible demonſtrations of Joy and Reſpect; 
and having paid Viſits to ſeveral Ladies 
of the beſt Quality, and been very highly 
Careſs'd, his Grace return'd that Night 
to the Camp at Meerleveck : from whence 
he diſpatch'd Major General Raſſe with a 
Detachment of 600 Horſe to Bruzes, to 
invite the Magiſtrates of that City, "and 
the -Fzanck, to the Obedience of their

Grace, at the ſame time, ſent Brigadier 
Cadogan, and Brigadier Dewitz, with (1x 
Squadrons each, and Letters to the ſame 
Effect ; 
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Effect; the firſt to the Governor of Ant- 
werp, and the latter to the Governor of 
Oudenarde. The ſame day, the Magiltrates 
of the City of Ghent came to the Camp, 
to Compliment his Grace, who exhorted 
them to follow the Example of the Cities 
of Brabant; and acknowledge King Charles, 
Count Corneile de Naſſau, Son to Mon- 
ſieur 4 Auverquerque, with two Battalli- 
ons, March'd into the City; upon which, 
after ſome difficulty, the Prince: of Venti. 
mille gave up the Caſtle; and the Mar- 


quiſs de los Rios's Regiment, that was in 
Garriſon there, ſurrendred themſelves Pri- 


ſoners of War. His Grace went about 
Noon to the City, and was met at the 
Gates by the Magiſtrates, who preſented 
him three Keys in a Gold Baſon, which 
His Grace return'd, and was afterward 
entertaind at Dinner by the Count ge 
Naſſau. In the Evening, the Magiſtrates 
attended his Grace again at his Quarters, 
and made their formal Submiſhon to King 
Charles Ill. Brigadier Dewitz, ſentꝭ to ac- 
quaint his Grace, at the ſame time, that 
at his coming before Oudenarde, he had 
ſummon'd the Garriſon, conſiſting of one
